WILL EMVSllOR WILLIAM CAST THE DIE? 

For tt hundred years the boundary line lietwcen 
Canada and the United States haa been unmarked 
by a fort or sentry. It ia an imaginary line that 
calls for no standing army because of fear of in- 
vasion of either country by the soldiers of the 
other. Should Germany gain poiaeaaion of Canada 
and till- dairiimble military spirit expressed 'in 
"ran-Ucrmauiam" remain dominant, it would be 
necessary for the United States to maintain an 
army of a million men and to build forts along 
thiit boundary line as a proteetioii a>rainst that 
spirit that has found its only possible expression 
in the world war now raging. It has been due to 
the navy of England, not to the navy or to the 
army of tbe Tnited State.s. that the I'nited Stales 
has been able to nuiintain the Monroe Doctrine. 
When Germany attempted to gain an entrance to 
VeneXUela it «ns not fear of the mivy of the 
United States, but the action of the English navy 
that kept that attemiit from being successful. Al 
ready there arc in Argentina six hundred tlion 
sand (I'ermaii subjeets who (5ennan writers claim 
still give their allegiance to the Fatherland, 

Should Germany win in this war, should the nav\ 
(tf I'ngland be destroyed aiul Canada be taken by 
(icrman as a province it would then be necjesaary 
that the I'nited States nuiintain a navy fully the 
equal of that which now flies the Union Jack and 
a standinjr ;irin\ that would e(]ual tbe ai'my of (ler- 
nuiny. .\nd should that day conu' to what Anglo 
Sax(Mi people would the American people turn for 
aid against an Emperor dominated by the apirit 
of iSernhardi. whose treaty is without value, and 
who believes that might uutkes right? — Lexington 
ffcrald.
